Waukegan Taxpayers Receive 

Assessment Notice for 

New Bridge 



HAVE TEN YEARS TO PAY IN 



Assessment Made on Public Benefits 

Rather Than on Property Valuations; 

To Cost $74,084.88 



Tuesday Waukfgan tax-payers re- 
ceived their formal notices announcing 
the amounts they had been asesssed in 
connections with the improvement nf 
the Genesee street bridge, a project 
which is to cost $74,084.88. . 

"Some complaints wVre heard from 
persons who evidently do not understand 
just how the assessments are reached. 
The assessments are made on the basis 
of public benefits on each piece of pro- 
perty in the city and not as to property 
valuation. The persons who spreac the 
assessment toiled hard trying to equal- 
ize the assesments and natually they 
could not please everybody/' said a city 
official. 

In connection with the proposed im- 
provement we learn some interesting 
fact/.' The North- Western and the E. 
J. & E. ofticals were seen by the city 
officials and they agreed to pay a fair 
public benefit assessments towards the 
bridge as property owners in the city. 
The C. &M., electric, however, being 
in the hands of ,the receiver, refused ab- 
solutely to pay a cent despite frequent 
visits of the city officials to their office 
in urging the receivers to join in the 
improvement. 

However, as the road is in the re- 
ceivers 's hands the city could not force 
action by the federal.court or else be held 
in contempet of com t. And they allow- 
ed matters to be held in abeyance. 
However, after all, city officials feel 
that it may bi better that it is so, with 
reference to the electric road because 
of the facta that the company's fran- 
chise will have expired within a year or 
so after the bridge is completed. Then 
the company will be seeking a new grant 
and the city will be able to demand a 
fair payment toward the bridge if the 
franchise is renewed. 

In case the company was assessed and 
paid the assessment now, the 
amount would be very small 
compaired to what the city can de- 
mand when a new, franchise is asked, 
there is no comparison state the city 
officials and they are borne out by other 
thoughtful citizens. Thus, they argue, 
it is better after all that the electric is 
now let off with a small assessment but 
it is held over them till they ask a new 
grant 

The assessment would only be for 
the benefit derived by the road for the 
short life of its present franchise. 

And, when the franchise matter 
comes up, the voters of the city will de- 
cide at the ballot what they wish the 
commissioners to do in the metter— the 
commissioners themselves are power- 
less to take decisive action. 

No contract for the bridge has as yet 
been let. The aBseesment has not yet 
been confirmed but application for con- 
firmation will be made in County Court 
on March 6. 

The first installment of the assess- 
ment, notice of which was sent out 
this week is not due until Jan. 1, 1913 
and runs for ten years. 



MEN REFUSED PASSES 

Soldiers at Fort Sheridan are not Allowed 
to Leave Post 

Fort Sheridan Wednesday morning 
was in fever of excitement, following 
the orders received from the depart- 
ment head quarters at Chicago that no 
passes should bo issued to the soldiers 
until further notice from the depart- 
ment 

. This order was issued in order that 
all soldiers may beat the post and ready 
to leave the barracks on the notice of a 
few hours, ready to go down to Mexico 
and protect the interests of Uncle Sam 
along the border. Several regiments 
have already been ordered to Mexico 
from the posts in various parts of the 
county.but Fort Sheridan was left out 
when. the detail was made f< 

Last night was the first intimation 
that the soldiers at the post recieved 
that there was "something doing" in 
the war circles of the country. One or 
two Soldiers who desired to go to Chi- 
cago to spend the night, were informed 
that orders had been recieved from de- 
partment headquarters stopping all 
passes from Fort Sheridan until furth- 
er notice; 

At the post it was stated that there 
was no reason which could be assigned 
for the order, except the possibility of 
moving down to Mextco, where a 
mobilization of the troops of the coun- 
try is taking place. The soldiers there 
are awaiting orders to movo with 
anxiety, as they have been at- the fort 
for several years, and are desirous of 
going to fields where there is more ex- 
citement, and more to be done. 

All branches of the army at the fort 
are effected by the order. The Twenty- 
Seventh Infantry, which has been at 
the fort the longest, is slated for for- 
eign service, but* the orders to Mexico 
will remove the possibility of a trip to 
the Philippines, or some other, foriegn 
field until after the trouble along the 
border is over. 

It is expected that there will be much 
actual fighting, but the wiry little Mexi- 
can is belived to have "fetched a kick" 
on Uncle Sam's pet com; and dire re- 
sults will follow if another is made*

It is supposed .that he 
was trying to put the gates down, which 
had become clogged with the snow, 
when the train struck him although 
these details have not yet been brought 
out

IN CHINA 

"Mr. W. J. Coole, car proprietor, Dou- 
glas, has just received a postcard of an 
interestign nature, from his qjpusin T. 
Hi Coole. This gentleman left the 
Island some years ago for Kansas, U* 
S. A., where he studied medecine, and 
from there he was sent to China as a 
medical missionery. He appears to be 
now situated right in the heart of the 
disturbed districts. On the postcard 
he says: "We are now. in comparative 
safety. I brought the women and chil- 
dren of our mission down hero last week 
Everything is quiet here just now. The 
Viceroy committed suicide. The Tartar 
General was captured by four school 
boys after the battle and was killed 
later. I have stood my turn -at guard 
duty and also In Red Cross work and 
have been over the battle ground." 

The foregoing was written" from China 
and sent to the Isle of Man and from 
there it traveled to America, and this 
week was handed to the News. The 
writer Is a cousin of Thos. Coole of Anti- 
och and was a graduate of the Baker 

University of Baldwin, Kan. He has a 
number of friends in this vicinity hav- 
ing spent some time here previous to 
leaving for China where he was appoint- 

ed superintendent of a hospital.

Senator Len Small of Kankakee 
opened his speaking campaign for the 
Republican nomination for Governor in 
La Salle county Monday. He spoke at 
Mendota in the afternoon and closed 
the day's campaigning over the county 
with a meeting in the opera house at 
night in LaSalle. 

Good crowds were out at the principal 
towns. The opera-house was filled with 
an audience that warmed up to the 
speakers repeatedly. 

Senator Small went after Governor 
Deneen in both. speeches.* He attacked 
the.Governor's record of extravagance. 
He declared that Deneen had been ' the 
most expensive chief executive the tax- 
payers of Illinois ever put in office. . 

He read from the official figures to 
show that the expenses of the state 
government under the Deneen regime 
had practically doubled in the seven 
years, jumping from about $14,000,000 
biennially under his predecessor to 
nearly $30,000,000 biennially as dis- 
closed by the appropriation bills ' put 
through the last General Assembly. 

Senator Small charged the Governor 
with not only .haying placed a heavy 
yoke on the necks of the taxpayers Jot 
the state but with having disrupted the 
Republican party and caused it to be 
lorn into factions. He said, the Gov- 
ernor had been a great handicap to the 
progress of the party, and by injecting 
his Chicago ideas had arrayed brother 
against brother and neighbor against 
neighbor until Illinois was now one 
grcac armed camp, with confusion and 
chaos and bitterness prevailing every- 
where. 

Mr. Small pleaded for the Republicans 
of the state to gather again under the 
party banner, to wipe out the factional- 
ism, to get back on the foundation of a 
representative system of government 
and to march shoulder to shoulder for 
the rehabilitation of the forces that 
once made Illinois one of the banner 
Republican commonwealths of the 
country. 

Mr. Small pledged himself to a 
strictly business administration if nomi- 
nated and elected Governor of the 
state. He said that all frills and fads 
would be cut out and that the office of 
the chief executive would be run as any 
great business office should be run. He 
told his hearers that he was a practical 
man and that while he was not a howl- 
ing success, perhaps, as a stump spenkr 
er, he did know something about econ- 
omy, fair dealing and business methods, 
and that these things would occupy his 
entire attention In place of .the peanut 
politics that has prevailed in Springfield 
for the post seven years.

IN DAMAGE SUIT 



States Attorney Ralph Dady and 
Corporation Counsel Arthur Bulkley, 
representing the city of Waukegan, 
Tuesday started suit against the $30,000 
bond of Jerome Biddlecom and Chancey 
J. Jones which was given by them in 
the case of Asahel G. Stevens, the 
former city collector. In the suit it is 
alleged that Steven's is about $40,000 
short, which it is charged that he and 
his bondsmen have refused to turn over 
to the city. 

This is the first action taken by the 
city to collect Steven's alleged shortage, 
the matter having first been given out 
after Young and company . of Chlcaga 
had completed their audit ' of the city 
books. 

The bill relates that in view of the 
fact that Stevens failed to make a 
proper settlement with the city that his 
bondsmen are responsible. The bill 
further relates that although these 
bondsmen have been asked to do so 
that they have refused to make good 
the amount 



The house committee on postoffic 
and post roads by an almost unanimous 
vote inserted in the postoffice appro- 
priation bill for the, next fiscal year a 
provision for a limited parcels post 
This bill carries a total appropriation of 
about $270,000,000. 

Beginning July 1 next and until June 
80, 1914, the bill provides for a limited 
parcels post, pending the investigation 
of the general parcels post question by 
a commission which is recommended 
and which would be expected to report 
to congress well within the two year 
poriod. 

The limited parcels post is defined as 
follows: 

'"That- on all rural mail delivery 
routes of the United States until June 
80, 1914, the postmaster at the start- 
ing point of such route shall receive 
and deliver to the carrier or carriers of 
said routes all articles, parcels, or pack- 
ages not prohibited to the malls by law 
and falling under the definiton of fourth 
class matter and not weighing in excess 
of eleven pounds, for transportation and 
delivery on said routes only: and 
the carriers shall receive at intermed- 
iate;points on all rural routes such mail 
'matter of the fourth class for delivery 
on their respective routes only. 

"Postage shall be paid on all articles, 
parcels, or packages entitled for trans- 
portation under the provisions of this 
act as matter of the fourth class on 
rural muil delivery routes only at the 
following rates: One cent for each two 
ounces or less, 2 cents for more than 
two ounces but not more than four 
ounces, 3 cents for more than four 
ounces but not more than eight ounces, 
4 cents for more than eight ounces but 
not more than twelve ounces, Scents 
for more than twelve ounces but not 
more than a pound, and 2 cents per 
pound for each additional pound or frac- 
tion thereof up to and including a total 
of eleven pounds." 

|*" This would make the maximum charge 
for a parcel over the rural post 25 cents. 

Another interesting provision of the 
bill is that it reduces the general fourth 
class rate to 12 cents a pound and in- 
creases the limit of weight to eleven 
pounds, the rate now being 16 cents and 
the limit four pounds. 

Under existing conditions, Uncle Sam 
often carries parcels through his mails 
for foreign senders and receivers at a 
lower rate than he charges his own 
citizens for domestic services and of 
weight than would be permissibie at 
home.

Thos. Quayle. 

At the home of Kelly, the men, sup- 
posed to be three in number were heard 
and the family scared them away. 
From the Kelly home they went to the 
Wright home where they gained an en- 
trance and upon getting hold of Mr. 
Wright's trousers and underdrawers 
they left taking what money they 
found in the trousers' pocket 

From the Wright home the robbers 
went to the home of the Rev. Thos. 
Quayle, who is secretary of the Lake 
county Law and Order league. There 
they ransacked the house and the ever 
alert Mr. Quayle, whose eagle eye has 
detected many a blind pig -in Lake 
county, Blept throughout their visit In 
fact he did not know of the invasion of 
his home until he was later informed 
by the police, who to Mr. Quayle's 
amazement found the trousers and 
underwear stolen from the Wright 
home on his (Quayle's) front steps. 
The thieves obtained about $6 at the 
Quayle home. 

From what can be learned at the 
Wright and Kelly home, it is believed 
there were three men in the robber 
band. 

A couple of broken windows in the 
new home of county surveyor James 
Anderson indicated that the robbers 
had also started to break into the place 
but were evidently scared away. 

The robbers left no clue at any of the 
places visited excepting a pair of ten 
cent canvas gloves which were found at 
the Wright home. That the men were 
after money only, is indicated by the 
fact that so far, nothing else has been 
missed from any of the homes visited.

Lloyd Metcalf, eighteen year old son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Eugene Metcalf of 
Gurnee, died at the Jane McAllister 
hospital Wednesday morning at 12:30 
o'clock from the effects of tetanus, in- 
duced by the loss of an arm in the corn 
shredder a week ago. 

Metcalf was working on his father's 
farm, operating a corn shredder last 
week Thursday. In some manner his 
[.clothing became entangled in the knives 
drawing his right arminto the machine. 
He was taken to the hospital where it 
was found that it was necessary to am- 
putate that member. 

This was done and the young man ral- 
lied from the operation. But on Mon- 
day symptoms of tetanus developed and 
despite the efforts of all, the jaws of 
the boy set tightly Monday morning. 

From that time on, it was seen that 
the fight against the tetanus germs was 
likely to prove unavailing.- Death came 
shortly after midnight 

Floyd Metcalf was born in Lake 
county, and has spent his entire life 
here, as has his father. The funeral 
arrangements have not as yet been 
made.

Fire, due to an explosion in the tower 
of the dry starch mill at the plant of 
the Corn Products company on Market 
street Waukegan caused the partial des- 
truction of the mill Tuesday morning- 
at 4 o'clock, entail ling a loss which, it is 
stated, will be under $40,000, fully in- 
sured. 

The fire will not interfere with the 
operation of the remaining of the big: 
factory— it will merely prevent the local 
plant turning out dry starch for the 
time being. 

One man, a foreigner, and the only on© 
working in the tower of the building,, 
was burned about the head and hands,. 
but not seriously. 

The building stood on the edge of the. 
lake, east of the E. , J. & E tracks, and 
was quit isolated from the main build- 
ings of the plant '.along runway, elevat- 
ed^ about twenty feet connecting it with 
the dry starch house, about 200 feet 
away to the west 

The quick work of the sprinkllng> 
system of the factory saved the runway 
between the two buildings, for, while 
the fire started to travel across the run- 
way to the starch house, the sprinklers 
checked it until the firemen were able 
to turn in an fight it more effectively. 
The dry starch building caught on fire- 
once but was extinguished, the city fire- 
men and the factory's local department v. 
devoted their efforts to save this build- 
ing, as well as Dextrime plant which> 
stands adjoining. Their unceasing efforts 
availed much for the sparks flew about 
the place in great qan tides as they were 
thrown off the burning structure It 
seemed quite remarkable that more ser- 
ious results did not occur, considering; 
the way the flumes shot up and the 
sparks" were carried about the grounds. 
The building, standing right on the 
edge of the lake, was right where the 
winds sweeping off the lake caught the 
flameB and sparks and carried them a 
long distance. 

That system prevails in alarge plant 
like the sugar refinery was evidenced 
when it was noticed that the remainder 
of the hugh \ refinery was running de- 
spite the bad fire in another portion of 
the grounds. Supt Ebert was remark- 
ed to on this feature and herepiled: "It 
would be very dangerous to shut the 
rest of the plant down suddenly;, the 
breaking of steam . pipes might cause 
great damage so the only thing to do Is 
to keep going." 

It is impossible to state just how the 
fire started but the fact is that an ex- 
plosion occured, felt even in town by 
some persons. The belief of employes 
and officials is that some hard substance, • 
such as a nai)|or a peice of iron, got into- 
the mesh of the mills used in- pulveris- 
ing the starch, caused a spark and the 
explosion then followed. The foreigner 
employed in the room made his escape 
quickly, sustaining but a bruises few on ' 
the forehead and arms. \ • 

Supt. Ebert of the Corn ProduetaV 
company made .a statement that the' 
loss will likely aggregate $40,000, $20>^ 
000 on building and $20,000 on machinery 
and so forth. 

He added: "It will not interfere 
with operations of the plant and bjr- 
midnight we expect to have the dry 
starch house running as usual. 1 can 
say nothing about rebuilding the starch 
mill for there are some plants where our, 
company makes dry starch but does not 
pulverize It and they may decide not to 
rebuild here. I am not in position to 

say one way or the other."

General Alnsworth's request for re- 
tirement was made In a letter to 
Colonel McCain, acting adjutant gen- 
eral. This letter was made public, 
and read as follows: 

"Having served continuously for 
thirty-seven years as a commissioned 
officer of tho array, and being worn 
with the heavy burden of care and 
responsibility Hint. I have bor.no for 
many of these years, I do not desire. 
In any circumstances to retain longer 
the position I now hold on tho active 
list of the army. I therefore respect- 
fully asked to be retired from active 
service and to be placed on tho re- 
tired list under section 1243 of the re- 
vised statutes." 

So far as tho official records of the 
war department now show, there are 
no charges of any naturo pending 
against General Alnsworth.

RUSSIA'S S TAND S EEMS FINAL 

Czar's Government Persists In Its Re- 
fusal to Admit American Citizens, 
of Jewish Birth. 



Washington. — Tho capital 1b aghast 
over tho extraordinary action of Senor 
Pedro del Osplna, minister of Colom- 
bia to the United States, In making 
public a formal note ho bad sent to 
Acting Secretary of State Huutlngton 
Wilson Baying tho proposed visit of 
Secretary of Stato Knox to his country 
on the tatter's projectod southern trip, 
might he "Inopportune." 

The Colombian minister, first draw- 
ing attention to the fact that tho views 
aro his own, and not officially those of 
the government, seriously criticises 
the United States for not submitting 
to arbitration the differences with Co- 
lombia 'growing out of , thlB govern- 
ment's acquisition of the Panama 
canal zone. 

Inasmuch as the letter admittedly Is 
the personal expression of tho minis- 
ter, written without having communi- 
cated with his government. It wsb re- 
ceived at the Btate department in the 
nature of a personal Insult to this gov- 
ernment 

In diplomatic circles it was believed 
that Colombia, smarting under eight 
years of Ineffectual attempts to se- 
cure arbitration of the canal zone dif- 
ferences, would confirm the unofficial 
views of her accredited representa- 
tives. 

A more profound sensation 1b looked 
for, as It Is believed that a termina- 
tion of diplomatic relations between 
this country and Colombia 1b In -pros- 
pect 

Acting Secretary Wilson had ad- 
vised Senor Osplna of tho probable 
itinerary of Secretary Knox. What is 
said to have particularly aroused the 
Colombian minister was a reference to 
the Republic of Panama In the itiner- 
ary, a country whoso independence Co- 
lombia never has recognized. 

He makes veiled reference to the 
long delay of the United States In an- 
swering several notes addressed to It, 
seeking arbitration, and charges that 
this government has discriminated 
against Colombia In falling to give her 
arbitration which the United States is 
now offering to other members of tho 
family of the nations. 

A tentative itinerary of Secretary 
Knox makes provision for a stop at 
Cartagena, Colombia, on March 25. 

Senor Osplna was disposed to be- 
lieve that hlB government would Indi- 
cate to the United States that a visit 
from Secretary Knox would bo untime- 
ly unless the secretary came prepared 
to promise an early arbitration of dlf- 
Terences. He declared that his letter 
summed -up the position of Colombia 
as conclusive. '

on Finger Print Evidence. . 

Chicago. — Flvo Chicago murderers 
wore hung In the Cook county jail 
hero. This Is tho first timo in the his- 
tory of the county that so many were 
executed at the same time. 

Among thoso oxecuted was Thomas 
Jennings, a negro, the first slayer in 
criminal history over arrested, con- 
victed and executed on,.,the evfdenco 
of his own finger prints. The others 
who suffered death were Frank and 
Ewald Shiblawskl, Philip Sbmmorllng 
and Thomas Schultz, convicted, of slay- 
ing Fred W. Guelzow, Jr., a truck 
farmer. They kept up a bold front to 
tho very day of death. They mode a 
showing of bravado and joked with 
their visitors. 

Members of tho clergy remained 
with each man until tho last. They 
took part in the death march and re- 
mained on the gallows during the exe- 
cutions. 

All of the executions were conclud- 
ed within an hour. 

Governor Deneen, on tho - recom- 
mendation of tho board of pardons, 
rofused to commute the sentences of 
tho quartette of slayers. Great efforts 
on tho part of many prominent per- 
sons in Chicago, and more especially 
those engaged In settlement work on 
tho West side, were made to have the 
sentences of Thomas Schultz and

POSTUM COMPANY WINS SUIT 

Judgment for $50,000, 'Obtained by 

Robert J. Collier, Reversed by 

New York Supremo Court 

Now York.-— Tho appellate division 
of the supreme court reversed the 
judgment for $50,000 obtained by Rob- 
ert J. Collier against the Postum com- 
pany, limited, of Battle Creek, Mich., 
for alleged libel. Tho suit was baaed 
on various advertisements of the 
Postum company, published In reply 
to criticism in Collier's Weekly of the 
claim of the Postum company In ad- 
vertising its products. 



Washington.— Senator Stephenson 
of Wisconsin is not entitled to his 
Beat in tho opinion of flvo members of 
tho senato commltteo on privileges 
and elections, who flled a minority re- 
port with tho senate. The majority re-, 
port on the Investigation of Senator 
Stephenson'B campaign expenditures 
was submitted February 12. It held J 
that tho charges of corruption In the 
primary of 1908 were not proven. 

Tho minority report Is signed by 
Senators Konyon, Clapp and Jones, 
Republicans, Lea find Kern, .Demo- 
crats. It contends that enough evi- 
dence was adduced by the Inquiry to 
warrant tho senate 1n declaring Sen- 
ator Stephenson's seat vacant 

Referring to tho fact that tho sena- 
tor, through his lieutenant Bpent |107,- 
I793 In his campaign and. that candk 
jdates for the stato legislature spent 
(proportionately large sums, tho report 
'quotes from the majority report: 

"Such expenditures wore In* viola- 
tion of tho fundamental principles un- 
derlying our system of government, 
which contemplated tho selection of 
candidates by the electors and not by 
tho selection of electors by tho can- 
didates." 

Quoting again from the majority re- 
port which after summarizing the 
eloctlon, declared that if they had 
been used by a candidate for a state 
office in Wisconsin "It would be diffi- 
cult to justify such conduct under tbo 
lawB of the state," tho minority re- 
port continues: 

"This statement wo indorse. It 
warrants our opposition to the conclu- 
sion of tho majority. If It would be 
difficult to justify a campaign Hko this 
by a candidate for a state office why 
Is It not equally difficult to justify it 
on tho part of Senator Stephenson? 
Ho was not compelled to go into tho 
primary. He elected to do so and he 
should be held to the same degree of 
accountability as any other candidate 
In that primary. 

"If ho used methods — and tho ma- 
jority sayB he did— that it would bo* 
difficult to justify in behalf of a state 
rcandldato, then It Is equally difficult 
for tho senato to Justify such conduct 
on the part of a candidate for a s$ai 
In this body and prosorvo its integ- 
rity and honor. In our judgmont it 
cannot do It" 

"All this Is admitted," says the re- 
port, "and wo feel, that we have a right 
to assume from these admitted facta 
and actions that corrupt methods and 
practices wero used in connection 
with sold primary election. To hold 
otherwise la to establish a precedent 
that would authorize an expenditure 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars to 
debauch tho electorate to secure a 
seat In this body. To do this Is to 
notify the world that we are careless 
■ as to whether Beats In this body are 
to bo bought and sold as so much mer- 
chandise to tho man with the largest 
purse."

LAW OF INITIATIVE UPHELD 



U. 8. Supreme Court Holds Only Con- 
gress Can Change Referendum 
8tatute of Oregon. 

Washington.— The cause of direct 
legislation by tho people won a de- 
cisive victory here when the Supreme 
court declared constitutional by lm-" 
plication tho Initiative and referen- 
dum amendment to the Oregon consti- 
tution. It refused to take jurisdiction 
of- tho tost suits contesting validity 
of tho legislation. Many states In 
which agitation for direct legislation' 
Is before the people are affected by 
the decision. Oregon's courts have 
declared constitutional the Initiative' 
and referendum, in two canes heard. 

One waB brought by tho Pacific 
Coast Telephono and Telegraph com- 
pany, which refused to pay a tax of 
two per cent, on Its annual gross re- 
ceipts, provided by a law adopted by 
tho. people under the direct legisla- 
tion amendmont It hold that the Ini- 
tiative and roferondum wore repug- 
nant to tho federal Constitution. 

Justice White delivered tho opin- 
ion, - 

"Tho issues are political, and gov- 
ernmental, and not therefore within 
too reach of Judicial power," he said. 
"It follows that the case presented Is 
not within our jurisdiction, and the 
writ of error must thorofore be and It 
Is dismissed for want to Jurisdiction." 

The decision was unanimous, and 
leaveB tho Oregon laws in freo and 
untramraelod operation until some 
hindering action la takon, if at all, by 
the national congress.

Washington. — Occasionally In con- 
gress echoes aro heard coming from 
Civil war dnyB. Onco on a timo trou- 
bles growing out of tho war between 
tho states woro a constant thomo of 
oratory in congress. Those woro what 
aro known an tho "bloody r.hlrt" days, 
and old timers horo say that it took 
only tho mention of tho provloua sec- 
tional strlfo to stir tilings up and to 
put Northern Republicans and South- 
ern Democrats Into tho ring to fight 
it out with bitter speeches as weap- 
ons. Now everything Is changed, and 
it la not onco in two years that any- 
thing approaching bitterness growing 
out of tho Civil war is shown either in 
tho house or In tho senate. 

During tho war days thoro wore 
Northern charges of extremo cruelty 
to Federal captives In Southern pris- 
ons. Thcro was rotort from tho South 
that in a good many cases tho North 
did not treat Confederate prisoners in 
accordanco with tho dictates of hu- 
manity and In tho spirit of civilized 
warfare. 

A day or two ago Senator Swanson 
of Virginia introduced a bill which, if 
It had been brought to public atten- 
tion thirty years ago, would have 
raised a row. Tho Swanson measuro 
was read twice and referred to tho 
committee on claims, and its reading 
caused barely a rlpplo, although It 
had In it subject matter which years 
ago would havo started tho Northorn 
and Southern brigadiers In congress 
on oratorical warfare. 

Senator Swanson's bill asks that 
there bo paid to certain surviving offi- 
cers of tho Confederate service tho 
sum of $5,000 each as "damages and 
reparation." The Swanson bill sets 
forth that when Major General J. G. 
Foster of tho Union forces heard that 
some Federal officers held as prison- 
ers, of war In tho city of Charleston 
were so placed In prison that they 
were In danger of being killed by 
Bhells fired from tho batteries, ho for 
tho purpose of retaliation was instru- 
mental In causing some, six hundred 
Confederate officers who were prison- 
ers to bo placed where they would bo 
In dangor of death from shot and 
shell. 

. Charges of Harsh Treatment. 
The Swanson measuro goes a great 
deal farther than this in its charges 
when It says that tho six hundred of- 
ficers for forty-two days were given 
no. dally rations except four hardtack 
crackers, "frequently wormy," one 
ounce of fat pickled pork and half a 
pint of bean soup, alternated at times 
with half a pint of mush made from 
meal that was old and wormy; whllo 
the only drinking water was Impure. 
More than this, tho bill sots forth 
that tho same six hundred Confeder- 
ate soldiers were confined in cold, 
damp casemates without llro or blan- 
kets and that for sixty-flvo consecutive 
days at ono timo they were forced to 
livo on a dally ration of ten ounces of 
rotten corn meal to which was added 
"an ample supply of cucumber and 
onion pickle which if eaten only in- 
creased the pangs of hunger." 
* Congress is told In this bill that 
such treatment of persons was "un- 
Justifiable and contrary to all the 
acknowledged rights of belligerency, 
and without precedent as an estab- 
lished principle In civilized warfare." 
Gardner and Smith Happy. 
In the senate of the United 
States a place on tho committee 
of agriculture Is held in tho high- 
est esteem. Membership in tho com- 
mittee occasionally Is much sought 
after by senators who havo no knowl- 
edge whatsoever of farming. It has 
been whispered in tho paBt on ono or 
two occasions that some of the sena- 
tors havo sought a placo.on agricul- 
ture in order to glvo tho people of 
their states an idea that they are in- 
terested particularly in things which 
concern tho farmer. 

Recently there came into tho senate 
membership two men, both Democrats, 
and both really deeply 'interested in 
agriculture. One of thorn was Hoke 
Smith (ff Georgia, who, whllo governor 
of. that state, showed a lively Interest 
In agricultural matters, and the other 
was Obadlah Gardner of Maine, who 
is a farmer and who for a long/tlmo 
was the chief officer of tho Maine 
State. Grange. 

When thcBo two now Democratic 
senators arrived it was found that 
they both wanted positions on the 
committee on agriculture, and both' 
wanted them badly, Thoro waB only 
ono vacancy on tho committee, and 
as tho committee on committees did 
not want to disappoint' either Mr. 
Gardner or Mr. Smith, an attempt was 
mado to fix things. Finally Senator 
Percy of Mississippi said that he was 
willing, for his service runs little 
more than a year, to change the con- 
dition of a farmer for that of a sailor, 
and so ho .was transferred to tho com- 
mittee on naval affairs, thus creating 
two agricultural vacancies which 
promptly were filled by the appoint- 
ment if Obadlah Gardner and Hoko 
Smith. 

Army BUI In Peril. 

Representative Hay of Virginia, 

chairman of the house committee on 

military affair*, has introduced a bill 

affecting tho army which 1b not alto- 



gether to tho liking of officers and en- 
listed men, and which, it Is said, also, 
Is not altogether to tho liking of tho 
administration. Of course no one 
knows what chango of mind mny come 
to tho army and to President Taft, 
but Mr. Hay and his colleagues In the 
houso, in order to glvo tho bill an ad* 
dltional chanco for passage and signa- 
ture, havo attached It a's a "rider" to 
tho army appropriation bill. 

This means thnt If It passes, the 
president in signing tho appropriation 
bill must sign tho other bill also. He 
cannot soparato the two, and If ho 
wishes to veto tho Hay bill as "vicious 
legislation" ho must also ' veto the 
measuro which provides sustenance 
and pay for officers and enlisted men 
of tho nrmy. 

Way back in tho timo of President 
Hayes, congress passed an army ap- 
propriation bill with a "rider" attach- 
ed which waB objectlonablo to the Re- 
publican party and tho Ropubllcan ad- 
ministration. Tho president did not 
hesitate a minute to veto the bill, and 
na a sequonco tho army found Itself 
without pay for a considerable period 
of time. Warren Lelnnd, ono of tho 
hotel keeping brothers, who woro In 
tholr day as good hosts and providers, 
had been given a good share of army 
patronage, officers seeking out tho Le- 
lnnd hotels In whatever citlos they 
could bo found. Tho old Sturtovant 
house In New York, which stood at 
Broadway and Twenty-eighth street, 
and which long ago disappeared, was 
ono of the Leland hostolrles. There 
was another In Chicago, and some oth- 
ers olBowhero. 

Warren Leland's Big Offer. 
When President Hayes vetoed the 
array appropriation bill In order to get 
rid of its "rider," Warren Lelnnd wrote 
a personal Hotter to every army and 
navy officer In tho United States and 
to tho members of the furlough and 
graduating classes at West Point and 
Annapolis. In tho letter he said that 
his hotels, nnd all that was in them, 
woro at tho command of tho officers 
of tho nrmy and navy and that he was 
perfectly willing to wait till dooms- 
day for his pay, knowing that if at 
any period this side of thnt day con- 
gress should pass the army bill, the 
money recompense for board and lodg- 
ing furnished would bo forthcoming. 
Mr. Leland lost nothing by this word 
of welcome to officers of- tho service, 
who faced temporary conditions oi 
pauperism. 

Mr. Merrlam's New Position. 
Dr. ,C. Hart Merrlam, who un- 
til recently was the chief of the 
government's biological survey, which 
Is a bureau of tho department ol 
agriculture, 1b now tho head of what 
Is known as tho Harrlman Zoological 
Foundation with headquarters in this 
city. Dr. Merrlam is perhaps the high- 
est authority in America on subjects 
pertaining to tho llfo of mammals and 
birds, and ho Is ono of tho chief au- 
thorities on American Indian history, 
tradition and folk lore. , 

Tho Hnrrlman Zoological Founda- 
tion was provided for In the will of 
Edward H. Harrlman, the railroad 
magnate, who died less than two years 
ago. The headquarters of research 
now have been established In Wash- 
ington, and hero Mr. Merrlam, In ac- 
cordanco with tho wishes of Mr. Har- 
rlman, as expressed In his will, 1b to 
carry forward tho work of extending 
knowledge of natural history. 

Fow people know that Edward H. 
Harrlman, one of tho richest men In 
the United States, and one whose time 
seemingly was almost wholly given 
over to tho extension of railroad lines 
and the securing of railroad holdings, 
had any other heart Interest than that 
of business. 

Discovering His Other Side. 
If one may be forgiven for speaking 
personally,, tho story of how I found 
out that' Mr. Harrlman cared for other 
things than his family, and stocks and 
bonds, may not be uninteresting. Nol 
long before Mr. Harrlman's death, 
newspaper business called me tc 
Augusta, Ga. My companion on the 
trip know Edward H. Harrlman per 
Bonally. Just as the train was leaving 
Washington, Mr. Harrlman's private 
car was attached to It, for the railroad 
man was. going on a visit to his broth 
er in tho south. 

My companion was invited to dine 
with Mr. Harrlman In his private car, 
and I was Included In tho invitation 
out of politeness. I never had seer 
Mr. Harrlman before. I sat In the 
first seat at his left at the dinner ta 
ble. Tho other guests were three mer 
of hugo business affairs, ono of then: 
tho head of the greatest railroad or 
ganlzatlon In the United States and 
tho others proportionately great In the 
world of business. Nothing but busl 
ness was talked at the dinner, table; 
the extension of this lino and thai 
line; and stocks and bonds and othei 
things floated around until I folt ut 
terly shut out becauBo of these things 
I did not know much, and cared less 
Finally, In order to let my host know 
I was alive, I turned to him and said: 
"I havo all the Journals of the Harrl 
man Alaskan expedition thus far Is 
sued, and, what 1b more, I have real 
them."

So far as this man of huge and' per 
hapB overpowering commorclal opera 
tlons was concerned^ there was pre 
clous little else In the conversation foi 
tho next hour except his journey t< 
Alaska taken ten years before In tin 
company of men known all over.tht 
world for their' scientific attainments 
The man of ouslnesa had thrown awaj 
business and was showing that ho wai 
glad .of the chance. 
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Ho — Ah! Gcnevlevo, when I looks 
at tho immense expanse of boundless 
ocean, it actually makes mo feel 
small!

SNAIL WALKS ON A RAZOR 



(Travels Unharmed Along the Edgo of 

the Blade and Over Rough 

Glass. 

"When photographing tho snail," 
•Vrltes Prof. Ward In tho Strand, "I 
-was surprised at tho fact that even 
(tho rough cut edgo of a sheet of glass 
(presented no dlfllcultles to Its locomo- 
jtlon; Its even pace was continuous 
:ln Bplte of the fact that the sharp cor- 
ner appeared to ho penetrating Its 
Body. There, too, wo have exhibit- 
ed tho animal's delicate sense of 
touch, and this led mo to make fur- 
ther experiment 

"After 1 had placed the snail on the 
butt of a razor's blade It slowly moved 
along (he hack of tho blade, and then 
climbed completely over tho sharp 
edge, the razor being In excellent con- 
dition. As tho successive waves 
brought the fore pnrt of Its foot near 
tho edge of tho blado its head was 
held low down, and the lower and 
shorter pair of feelers nearly touched 
the blade, as If feeling the way. 

"At the moment when the sharp 
edge was reached the small feelers 
were fully extended toward it, and just 
at tho very Instant when L* expected 
to see them cut off they wero both In- 
stantly retracted. They wqre little 
more than a hair breadth away, and 
though tho lower feelers possess no 
eyes, yet by their sudden movement I 
was quite convinced that the snail at 
that Instant recognized danger. 

"Still tho foot traveled on, and slow- 
ly the snail dragged its whole weight 
of exactly one and a half ounces over 
the edgo, later moving toward the butt 
and remaining perfectly unharmed. 
Tho species experimented with was 
the Roman, or edible kind, which ac- 
counts for its comparatively large 
weight. It being the largest of British 
snails."

Rich "Catch" of Whales. 
An exciting whale hunt took place In 
the upper reaches of Loch Erisort, 
Lewis, Scotland, the other week. A 
crow of fishermen sighted tho 
school off the village of Habost, 
and after chasing them from sldo 
io side of the loch for a consider- 
able time, they succeeded in driv- 
ing them in as far as the rapids 
near tho village of Ralallan. Here tho 
whole township turned out, the young 
men in boats armed with all kinds of 
weapons. Tho boats formed a bridge 
almost across the loch, and amid a 
scene of great excitement, the whales 
were driven Into the shnllow waters at 
the head of the loch.

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WASHINGTON. — Somo misguided 
men in tho United States have tho 
idea that their wives boss their iu- 
comes, salaries or wages— different 
words to uso In proportion to tho 
amount they receive This money 
they recelvo in bills or coin. Tho per- 
son legally responsible for it Is tho 
secretary of tho treasury of tho United 
States, who is charged with making 
all of Undo Sam's money. But, get- 
ting down to real facts, It Is somebody 
elso who bosses all tho money — Miss 
Margaret V. Kelly, Undo Sam's high- 
est paid womaan official. 

Sho gets $5,000 a year. Sho is ns- 
slstant director of the mint. Actual- 
ly tho secretary of tho treasury has 
llttlo to do with our coin. Miss Kelly 
attends to that. Thero aro but four 
persons between her and tho secretary 
of tho treasury, and In their absenco 
she runs things. 

Miss Kelly is a native of New Hamp- 
shire, a producer of Boston education- 
al institutions. 

As assistant director of tho mint 
Miss Kelly holds such a high official 
position In tho treasury department 



that it can be truly said that there 
has never boon her equal in tho serv- 
ice 

Fifteen years ago, fresh from the 
Boston schools, Miss Kelly tackled a 
civil sorvico examination. Sho passed 
and fourteen years ago entered tho 
sorvico of tho mint bureau as a stenog- 
rapher. Since that time sho has been 
successively private secretary to tho 
director, adjuster of accounts, exam- 
iner, assistant director, nnd now, when 
tho director Is absent from Washing- 
ton, sho signs herself "acting direc- 
tor." 

To sco her somo day acting secre- 
tary of tho treasury of tho United 
States Is no stretch of tho imagination, 
for, if tho secretary and tho two as- 
sistant secretaries, tho comptroller of 
tho currency and tho treasurer of tho 
United States wero to bo absent them* 
selves at tho same time, and Miss 
Kelly were then acting director of tho 
mint. It would bo "Margaret V. Kelly, 
Acting Secretary, Treasury Depart- 
ment." 

While there aro 1,400 employes In 
tho mint service and the responsibili- 
ties of tho management aro groat, Miss 
Kelly hold her own as acting direc- 
tor tho last fow months. 

Tho salary that Miss Kelly receives, 
$3,000 n year, Is largo pay as govern- 
ment salaries go, for Uncle Sam does 
not believe In paying too well for any 
service rendered, no matter how val- 
uable. 



No Hereditary Descent in Politics 



THE passing of great baronial houses 
In politics is stimulated by tho last 
elections. Another blow has been de- 
livered to tho practlco In several In- 
stances of handing tho senatorial toga 
from father to son. Stato Senator Ar- 
thur P. Gorman, Democrat, of Mary- 
land, was only running for governor 
to bo sure, but It was generally rec- 
ognized that had he been elected ho 
would soon have become a formidable 
candidate for the United States senate 
where his father of tho same name 
served for many years. Tho lato Sen- 
ator Gorman started his only son upon 
a political career by reason of his in- 
fluence with tho stato machine, nnd 
undoubtedly looked ahead to tho day 
when the son would become a senator. 
Tho Gormans are related to the Da- 
vises and Elkinsqs, of West Virginia, a 
neighboring state. All three families

natorial appointment, prior to the as- 
sembling of the legislature. 

Last elections in Mnlno dashed high 
hopes for another family succession In 
tho senate. Tho Maine voters under- 
stood pretty well that If Col. Fred 
Hale had not slipped up on his ambi- 
tion to get into congress from tho 
First district ho would speedily have 
gone into training for the senate, and 
had Malno Btayed Republican the or- 
ganization, of which hlB father, now 
ex-Senator Hale, was head, would have 
had a toga waiting for him.

Mr. Grif- 
fith nas been making a specialty of corn for the past ten years and has 
breeding plots of his own from which ho selects for high yield and typo.

"These fraudulent schemes," said 
Chief Inspector Sharp; "cover a wide 
field and are of endless variety, from

What Is tho situation in Illinois in 
regard to this important matter? Let 
us soo. In tho year 1895 tho Illinois 
Farmers' Institute was created by act 
of tho legislature and it Immediately 
began an active and persistent cam- 
paign, in connection with tho Illinois 
agricultural experiment station, for 
tho betterment of farm crops in 1111- 
nolB. During tho 17 years since 1895 
the average yield of corn per acre In 
Illinois Is more than five bushels per 
acre higher than during tho previous 
26 years, the increase, according to 



fourths, some but one-half, and oth- 
ers but one-third as much per acre as 
can bo produced by the application of 
tho science and art of agriculture to 
their ordinary operations; this being 
true, should not tho attitude of tho 
lumber men and nil business and fro- 
fesslonnl men, manufacturers and dis- 
tributors, toward this important move- 
ment be ono of active, intelligent and 
helpful encouragement? 

Thero are persons who have an In- 
spiration aB to tho importance of this 
work, and thero aro many localities 
where great results aro being obtain- 
ed, but on the whole, the public Is 
more or loss indifferent. If wo can 
encourage tho farmer who 1b produc- 
ing one-half as much as ho should to 
come up to a par with thoso who are 
produclug three-fourths as much as 
can bo produced, wo have ono of the 
greatest wealth-produclng agencies on 
earth. If tho awakening of tho Indif- 
ferent ones to bettor things Is tho key 
to tho situation, why do not all our 
people, manufacturers, bankers, pro- 
fessional and business men nnd intel- 
ligent farmers take greater interest 
in tho problem and help the experi- 
ment station and tho Farmers' insti- 
tute and other organizations with tho 
work? Does this answer tho question?

So much has boen written regarding 
tho groat amount of money muds out 
of growing wheat J>n tho pralrio prov- 
inces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alborta, Western Canada, that many 
other products of tho farms aro over- 
looked. Thoso provinces will always 
grow largo areas of wheat— both 
spring and winter — and tho yields will 
continue to bo largo, and tho general 
nvorngo grcator than in any other 
portion of the continent. Twenty, thir- 
ty, forty, nnd as high as fifty bushels 
por aero of wheat to tho acre — yields 
unusual In othor parts of tho wheat 
growing portions of tho continents- 
havo attracted world-wldo attention, 
but what of oats, which yield forty, 
fifty and aB high as ono hundred and 
ten bushols per aero and carry off tho 
world's prlzo, which, by tho way, was 
also dono by wheat raised In Sas- 
katchewan during last November at 
tho Now York Land Show. And then, 
thero 1b tho barloy, with Its big yields, 
and its excellent samples. Another 
money-maker, and a big ono 1b flax. 
Tho growing of flax is extensively car- 
ried on In Western Canada. Tho 
wrltor has beforo him a circular is- 
sued by a prominent farmer at Saska- 
toon. Tho circular deals with tho 
treatment of seed flax, tho seeding 
and harvesting, and attributes yields 
of less than 20 bushels per acre, to 
later seeding, imporfect nnd illy-pro- 
pared seed. Ho cowed twenty-flvo 
pounds of seed per aero and had a 
yield of twenty-nlno bushels per aero. 
This will probably dispose of at J2.5D 
per aero. Speaking of proper prepa- 
ration of seed and cultivation of soil 
and opportuno sowing, in the circular 
Bpoken of thero Is cited tho case of a 
Mr. Whlto, living fourteen miles 
south of Itosctown, "who had fifteen 
acres of summer fallow a year ago 
last summer, upon which ho produced 
thlrty-threo bushels to the* acre, when 
many In tho district harvested for 
want of crop. Now, thore can bo no 
proper reason advanced why such a 
crop should not havo been produced 
on all tho lands of the samo quality 
In tho adjacent district, provided they 
had been worked and cared for in tho 
same manner. This year (1911) tho 
samo man had ono hundred acres of 
summer fallow, had something over 
3,800 bushols of wheat. He also had 
1,800 bushels of oats and SOO bushols 
of flax." 

There aro tho cattle, tho horseB, tho 
roots and tho vegetablo products of 
Western Canada farmB, all of which 
individually and collectively deservo 
special mention, and they aro treated 
of in tho literaturo sent out on appli- 
cation by tho Government agents.

Paris. — It has been possible for 
somo tlmo to send photographs by 
wire with great accuracy and somo 
speed, wherever the necessary appa- 
ratus exists. Such transmission has 
for a year or so formed part of tho 
regular Paris service of ad enterpris- 
ing London Journal. Suppose, however, 
that a reporter finds himself at a 
country telegraph station and desires 
to send to his paper a picture of some 
kind In connection with his story — 
portrait, or the photograph of somd 
building or locality. He Is evidently 
no better off than he would have been 
a century ngo. A recent process, how- 
ever, the Invention of a French en- 
gineer named Mortler, would make It 
possible for him to send his picture 
over a single wire, with the aid of tho 
ordinary telegraphic instruments— or 
rather, It would enable him to tele- 
graph data from -which the picture 
could be built up at the receiving sta- 
tion. This process is described by It. 
Bounln in La Nature, where wo read: 

"Mortler'a process requires neither 
costly and delicate apparatus nor any 
peculiar installation, nor a special 
wire. It will work anywhere, using 
under normal conditions tho existing 
telegraphic plant of tho smallest lo- 
calities and without tho least inter- 
ference with- its ordinary administra- 
tion. 

"What was necessary to obtain this 
result? First, to take up In a new. 
form ono of the original conceptions 
of Charles Cros, about 1869 — tho trans- 
lation of images Into a series of num- 
bers, then to glvo to tho symbolic

Strawberries have Improved very 
much in flavor since* the fifteenth cen- 
tury. Until then the only strawber- 
ries eaten woro wild strawberries of 
a kind which would never find a mar- 
ket nowadays. By 148', however, 
tboy were beginning to be cultivated. 
for Holinshed records under that date 
a particularly fine crop frown by tho 
Bishop of Ely In the grounds of his 
palace, now covered by Hatton Gar- 
den. 

He quotes the Duko of Gloucester 
as saying to the Bishop. "My lord, you 
have very good strawberries In your 
garden In Holborn. I require you to 
let us bavo a mess of them." This 
speech was copied almost verbatim 
by Shakespeare In "Richard III." Still, 
evon the Bishop's fruit' would not op- 
peal much to modern connoisseurs, 
for the garden strawberries at that 
period were only transplanted wild- 
lings, the plants being sold' at about 
4d. a bushel.— London Chronicle. 



Raising Lions In Dublin. 
The unique enterprise of raising 
lions for the trade Is ono practiced by, 
the Zoological Garden In -Dublin, 
where several hundred lions have 
been raised since the 'first experi- 
ments were mado, more than thirty 
years ago. Curiously enough, tho race 
to which these lions belong has dis- 
appeared from Its original' home In 
Natal, South Africa, while it has been 
perpetuated under artificial conditions 
In the Irish capital city. A few years 
ago the Zoological Society of Ireland 
extended. Its business of lion raising, 
and added male lions from Nubia to 
Its stock, hitherto exclusively of Natal 
blood. "The Institution Is now en- 
gaged in an attempt to interbreed the 
two varieties

According to reports gathered by 
the National Association for the Study 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis, prac- 
tically 10 per cent of all deaths in 
church congregations are caused by 
tuberculosis. In a study of 312,000 
communicants —of — 725— chuches.. In 
which there were 7,000 deaths in 1910, 
the death rate among these church- 
members was found to be 2.24 for 
every thousand communicants. This 
la higher than the rate for the regis- 
tration, area of the United States, 
which was 1.60 in 1910. 

"While these statistics,' says the 
national association, "are not com- 
parable from the point of view of ac- 
curacy with those of the bureau of 
census, sufficient credence may be 
given to them to Indicate that one of 
the most serious problems the or- 
dinary church has to consider Is that 
of the devastation of Its membership 
by tuberculosis. Every minister in the 
United States should give this sub- 
ject some attention during the week 
preceding or that following April 28, 
Tuberculosis day."
